\. Admiral Porter Dead. 
By Associated Press. | 


Wasnaincton, Feb. 13.—Adpbiral 
David D. Porter died this morning. 
His death was very sudden. It oc- 
‘curred at his residence bere and was 


the result of fatty degeneration of the 
heart, with which he had been affected 
since last summer. His death was | 
calm and peaceful. When Dr. Wales | 
left him at 11 o’clock last night his 
condition was about the same as it 
had been for several weeks past, and 
there were no indications that medi- 
cal services would be needed before 
the time for the doctor’s regular visit 
this morning. The nature of the Ad- 
miral’s disease made it dangerous for 
him to lie on his back,'so that he was 
accustomed to rest sitting upon a large 
sofa with his back and head supported 
by pillows. 

The -Admiral awoke at 6:45 this 
morning and took his nonrishment as 
usual. He afterwards fell into a light 
- sleep and gave no indication whatever 
that the end was so near at hand. At 
8 o’clock the Admiral’s son, Richard, 
who slept by his side, noticed a change 
in his father’s condition. He was 
breathing with difficulty and seemed 
to be choking. The household was at 
once aroused and Dr. Wales sent for. 
The patient’s pulse grew fainter and 
fainter, and at 8:15 o’clock ceased to 
beat. At that hour he gasped convul- 
sively and expired without a word. 

Dr. Wales reached the house almost 
‘immediately after being notified and 
applied all the restoratives known to 
science, but to no effect, Word was 
at once sent to the President and Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and the flags of 
the White Hsuse and on all other 
public buildings were placed at half- 
mast. Secretary Tracy promptly vis- 
ited the family and conferred with 
them in regard to funeral arrange- 
ments. It was decided that the fun- 
eral shall be marked with the highest 
military honors and that the inter- 
ment shall be at the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

A large number of people in official 
life called at the house this mornirg 
and left messages of sympathy for the 
family. Telegrams of condolence were 
also received from prominent people 
from all overthe country. The time 
of the funeral has uot been fixed. The 
. usual order will be issued by the Navy 
Department this afternoon. 

The President was informed -of Ad- 
miral Porter’s death and sent a mes- 
sage of sympathy to the family. He 
subsequently sent a message to Con- 
gress, notifying that body of the death, 
and in the afternoon issued an execu- 
tive order closing the executive. de- | 
partments on the day of the funeral | 
and directing that the flags on.all pub- | 
lic buildings be placed at half-mast on 
that occasion.

Bulletins From The Bedside.

New York, Feb. 18. — At 7 o'clock | 
this morning, one of the attendants | 
came to the door and announced that | 
General Sherman passed the night | 
quite comfortably. He had partaken | 
of novrishment several times; at that | 
hour he wassleeping. Dr. Alexander, | 
who remained at the bedside, ex- | 
pressed the opinion that the General | 
had a.chance of-recovery, especially if | 
he continued todo as well through 
the day as he did through the night. 

9a. M.—Dr. Alexander issued the | 
following bulletin: After a’ consul- | 
tation. this morning, the physicians | 
find the General has lost nothing dur- | 
ing the night. | 

Senator Sherman, this morning, { 
sent a telegram to his wife in Wasb- [ 
ington. The dispatch said the Gen- | 
eral rested easy during the night and | 
seemed to be free from pain. The> 
family are much encouraged. 

No doubt General Sherman’s con- 
dition is greatly improved this morn- 
ing. He passed a quiet night with no 
repetition of sinking. spells; the last 
bad turn was early in the evening. 
At 8 o’clock a.-m. from private Secre- 
tary Barrett, it was learned that the 
General had a night of rest. Barrett, 
speaking of the improvement, said it 
had been noticeable since muidnight. 
He has regularly taken nourishment 
of milk and whisky and the watchers 
found no difficulty in arousing him, 
‘‘Where his chances were one in a 
thousand yesterday,’ suid the Secre- 
tary, ‘‘they are now one inten, and 
and we have reason now to entertain 
some hope.’’ Dr. Janeway called this 
morning at 3:30 and remained twenty 
minutes. On leaving, hesaid: ‘‘The 
General is holding his own with some 
improvement.in erysipelas, but there 
is always danger from pneumonia.”’ 

10 a.m.—Dr. Alexender and Pri- 
vate Secretary Barrett say that if the 
present condition of General Sher- 
man continues throughout the day, 
be has more than a fair chance for 
recovery. 

10:30 a.m.—P. T. Sherman, the 
General’s son, when spoke toin regard 
tothe published statement to the ef- 
fect that Gen. Sherman’s’ recovery 
was an extreme uncertainty, emphat- 
ically denied that suchis the case. 
The General, he said, is nota Cath- 
olic and has never been one. The , 
family, this morning, were quite | 
cheerful, as they nuw entertain hope s 
for the General’s recovery. Some 
trouble is experienced in keeping the 
General in bed. At this hour no 
change is reported in the General’s | 
condition. 

1:20 ep. m. — General Thomas Ewing 
said: ‘‘I think General Sherman has 
passed the crisis in his disease. He 
had fourteen hours undisturbed rest, 
of full repose, and before this he had 
two hours of as quiet time. One lung 
is entirely free and the other par- 
tially filled with mucus. There is no 
indication of pneumonia and the ac- 
tion of the stomach and heart is good. | 
The General is weak and stillin a 
very critical condition, but the chan- 
ces for his recovery are good.’’ 

2:30 p.m.— General Sherman is 
resting easily, and it is thought the 
disease is arrested. The outlook is 
encouraging.

ADMIRAL DAvip D. PorRTER died 
at Washington, D.C., this morn- 
ing, Feb. 13, at the age of 78 years, 
and by his death the country losses 
one of its oldest and bravest Ad- 
mirals. He was born in Philadel- 
phiain June, 18138. He became a 
midshipman in February, 1829; a 
Lieutenant in February, 1841, just 
fifty years ago. In April. 1861, he 
was made a Commodore, and join- 
ed the Gulf blockading squadron. 
He participated in the expedition 
against New Orleans and co-oper- 
ated with Farragut in the capture 
of the Mississippi forts and the 
unsuccessful siege of Vicksburg, 
but afterwards,in 1863, he captured 
Vicksburg, and for his gallantry 
and success was made a rear-Ad- 
-miral. He was an active partici- 
’ pant in the Red river expedition, 
operating with General Banks, and 
also in the operations of the At- 
lantic squadron at the attack on 
Fort Fisher in 1864, and at its cap- 
ture by assauliin 1865. He was 
made a Vice-Admiral in July, 1866 
and an Admiral in 1870, and was 
Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 


emy at Annapolis from 1866 to

_ The first stage of hypnotis is the leger 

sommeil, or light sleepof Dr. Liebault. 
In this stage the subject is in an or- 
dinary doze, produced by a _ gentle, 
monetonous movement of the hands in 
the form of passes, fixing the patient's 
eyes steadjly upon some bright small 
object, thus producing slight cerebral 
exhaustion. There is nospecial peculi- 
arity about this stage except that the 
subject is more susceptible to sugges- 
tion, but the least noise or bursque 
movement will restore his equanimity; 
the subject in this condition has not lost 
conscjousness. 

The second stage or sommeil profond, 
is also named by Dr. Liebault, of Nan- 
ey, and the special characteristics are 
that the subject is in a deep sleep, but 
retains consciousness of what is going 
on around him. He is in a state of very 
much increased susceptibility to sugges- 
tion—so much so, in fact, that if told 
that he can not open his eyes he can 
not d»so. His general condition is one 
of n..tural sleep except that in ordinary 
‘> the patient hears nothing, and a 
sound will awake him, whereas in this 
sleep the patient if spoken to will an- 
swer, and even loud noises will not 
startle him. This stage is induced by 
continuation of the method given for 
the first stage. 

The third stage, of somnambulism 
is the firstin which the subject com- 
pletely loses control of his actions. 
In this condition he hears and sees 
no one except the operator, unless 
he is placed in harmony with him. 
There is also in this condition a certain 
association of ideas, in that the som- 
nambulist if set to washing his hands 
will not continue the operation forever; 
but will, after a reasonable time, ask 


foratowel. This condition is lost in 
deeper stages. In this condition there 
is a skin-deep insensibility to pain, and’ 
the pupils of the eyes are contracted; 
but the greatest peculiarity of this stage 
lies in the hyperesthetic powers in- 
duced in some subjects. It is to this 
peculiarity that we owe the wonders of 


) mind ‘reading, as in this condition a 


good subject’s senses are so infinitely 
sharpened that they can catch a clew 
given by an operator which would fail 
to reach the sharpest unhypnotized per- 
son in the world. 

The fourth stage is catalepsy. This 
is the first stage which is absolutely 
pathological, and is not, as in the form- 
er stages, merely psychical effects. In 
this stage the subject’s muscles are 
all in a flaccid or wax-like condition, 
and if the subject's limbs are 
placed in position, no matter how 
awkward or uncomfortable it may 
be, he will retain it, while his 
breathing and pulse will remain more 
regular than any one in a normal con- 
dition could possibly attempt to simn- 
late. This has been proven by the 
sphymographic charts of Tamburine 
and Seppili. In this stage the ocular 
and patellar reflex is almost entirely 
deficient. 

The fifth stage is lethargy. This isa 
stage which is dangerous for any one 
not fully competent and with long ex- 
perience to meddle with, on account of 
the acute tetanus which always accom- 
panies it. The general idea is expressed 
by the German investigators that these 
effects are produced by suggestion and 
imitation. ‘This is erroneous, however, 
as has been demonstrated by the 
clinique of Prof. Charcot a la Salt- 
petriere, Paris. The special symptoms 
are first, an entirely relaxed condition 
of the muscles, so that if the subject is 
raised up and let fall he will drop in a 
heap, and without the least ability to 
better his position. Secondly, there is 
a neuro-muscular hyperexcitability 
which manifests itself upon the least 
stimulation. For instance,-if the mas- 
seter or muscle of the jaw is touched it 
will contract as from a tetanic spasm. 

The danger lies in the liability of 
these tetantic contractions spreading 
and involving some vital organ, or even 
reaching the heart. It is beyond all 
power of man to simulate these symp- 
toms. Thirdly, association of ideas is 
entirely absent, and the brain is func- 
tionally inactive. 

The sixth stage, or complete contrac- 
ture, is never induced except for scien- 
tific investigation or for extreme surgi- 
cal operations. All the muscles except 
those concerned in the circulation and 
respiration are rigidly contracted. All 
reflexes and mental phenomena are ab- 
sent, and long continuance in this con- 
dition, sometimes called deep trance, 
may cause the subject to pass quietly 
into

it Shows That We Are paying 
Enough for all We Get. 


Taking It All Together, It is a 
Carefully Compiled State- 
ment of the County’s 
Affairs. 


The following is the report of the 
Grand Jury, who filed the result of 
their labors last night at 10 o’clock: 
Reno, Nevada, Feb. 12, 1891. 


To the Hon, A. FE. Cheney, Dis- 
trict Judge of Nevada:— Your 
Grand Jury, empannielled for the pres- 

ent term of the District Court, in and 
tor the county of Washoe, has conclu- 
ded its labors, submits this, its final 

report, and requests to be discharged. 

Through its committees the Jury 

has made a careful and conscientious 
investigation of the general affairs of 
the county, and the conduct of its, 
officers. tails are elsewhere sub- 

mitted showing that the general ex- 

penses of the county are largely in ex- 

cess of the actual necessities, and it is 

very evident that thousands of dol- 

lars can be saved, and no harm done 

to any: person or persons. There is 

entirely too much neglect and failure 

'o understand and faithfully carry out 

the provisions of the laws governing 
the financial affairs of the county, and 

if they desire the respect and confi- 

dence of the tax-payers, every officer 
should make ita point to know the 

law governing his official duty, and 

perform the same, both in letter and 

spirit. The Board of Commissioners 

have no right to transact county busi- 

ness ina wrongful manner, when it 

would be just as easy todo the same 

in a correct and legal form: 

To illustrate the increase of current 

expenses we submit the following com- 

parison : 

The Government census of 1880 dis- 

closed the fact. that Washoe county 

had, in 1870, about six thousand ipn- 

habitants. During said year the or- 

dinary revenue in the county treasury 

was, in round numbers, $97,000. Ten 

years later (last year) the census was 

again taken, showing an increase ol 

some 400 or 500 souls; but the ordi- 

nary revenue to the county treasury 

was over $133,000 or an increase of 

over $37,000. So that while the in- 

crease of numbers of inhabitants was 

very slight, the increased cost to the 

taxpayers was enormous. 

We think these: figures may well 

cause alarm. It may be mentioned 

also in this connection that the gross 

receipts in the county treasury in 1889 

were over $163,000, but $30,000 was 

extraordiaary, being caused by the 


bonds. 

But we find, by referring to state- 
ment of County Treasurer, which is 
made a part hereof, that the increase 
is going on regularly, forin 1890 it ap- 
pears that the ordinary revenue was 
over $136,000 as compared to $133,000 
for 1889. -The sources from which 
this last named sum came are as 
follows : :

Many persons 
in Reno, Wadsworth and Verdi have 
altogether failed to make proper pay- 
ment; many persons who should be in 
the same class are io different classes ;

The attention of the Sheriff is ca'led 
to the inequalities and omissions that 
exist, and to a strict enforcement of 
the law on the subject. 


SHERIFF'S OFFICE. 

The books of the Sheriff have been 

neatly and systematically kept. 
COUNTY CLERK, | 

We find that the County Clerk’s 
books are correct and kept as they 
have been for many years past, but 
would recommend a more perfect sys- 
tem. 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


We find no record in the District 
Attorney’s office, outside of school 
records, which we. find kept in a cor- 
rect manner. We recommend that 
keep proper rec- 
ords of cases which may come under 
his charge. 

TREASURER. 

We examined the books ot the 
County Treasurer on January 30th’ 
and counted the funds on hand. The 
books are kept in a neat and correct 
manner and the amount on -hand 
agreed witi the balances as shown 
by the Auditor’s books. 


AUDITOR. 

We examined the books of the Aud- 
itor and Recorder and we believe chat 
the same are absolutely correct and 
show the condition of the county 
affairs in a very neat manner. 
ASSESSOR. 


No examination of the books of the 
Assessor has been made, because the 
office was. overlooked until too late to 
make a report, without delaying this 
final report. 

TOWNSHIP OFFICERS. 

We call attention to the expense of 
the Justice. Court and Constable of 
Reno. It will be noted that while on'y 
about two-thirds of the people of the 
county reside at Reno that its Justice 
Court costs our taxpayers over four 
thousand dollars a year, and that all 
other Justices and Constables in the 
county only cost $116 45. 

. COUNTY BUILDINGS. 

The Poor Farm and Hospital is in 
good condition, and the inmates well 
satisfied with their treatment by Mr. 
Joy, the Superintendent. 

The foundation of the Court House 
needs some repairs, and the founda- 
tion walls should be well pointed up 
with cement mortar. The Jail is not 
exactly first class, but the «present 
financial condition of the county does

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 


The several roads and bridges are in 
excellent repair, with the exception of 
the bridge east of Verdi and the cattle 
bridge at Reno, the former requiring 
afew new planks, and the latter the 
— of the guard fence at the north 
end. 

It is the sense of the Jury that our 
representatives in the Legislature 
should cause a law to be passed to 
empower the County Commissioners 
to divide the county into Road Dis- 
tricts with proper officers, and to repeal 
the present law maintaining a general 
road fund in the county. 

SEWERS. 

The Grand Jury has had occasion to 
investigate the subject of sewer con- 
nections in the town of Reno and find 
that the Chief of Police hus failed and 
neglected to enforce the ordinance re- 
quiring all property owners on the line 
of the sewer to connect with the same. 
This Grand Jury insists upon the 
County Commissioners rigidly enforc- 


ing the provisions of the satiitary reg- 
ulations of the town. 


HIGH LICENSE. 

The Grand Jury recommend that

failure. Some physicians have lately 
used oxygen gas to aid the oxygenating 
function of the lungs and in Germany 
| patients have been carried into the open 
| =. . 
, air. Inone of the German hospitals a 
| ward is being prepared specially for the 
treatment of patients suffering from 
| pneumonia, the preparation including 
_the construction of machinery for 
| pumping cold air over the heads of the 
| patients. At some of the hospitals in 
_ this country cases have. been success- 
| fully treated in tents. The tents are 
| well heated in winter, though, by large 
| stoves, so that the patients, while 
, breathing air almost absolutely pure, 
| are not exposed to the cold. _Freer at- 
| mospheric circulation is a common ob- 
| jective point with American physicians 
in the treatment of pneumonia, al- 
though they do not go so far in this mat- 
ter as the Germans. A careful atten- 
tion to one’s health, the wearing of 
warm clothing, keeping the feet from 
getting wet, and the avoidance of drafts 
will enable one to generally escape. an 
attack of this serious disease.

Masquerades.

. THE BACTERIA FAD. 


Selence Gone Mad in the Hands of Enthu- 
siasts. 

These doctors are a wearisome lot, 

observes the Milwaukee Sentinel. If. 

the world were foolish enough to at- 


tempt to follow all their suggestions 


and to avoid all that hygienic cranks 
declare to be dangerous, living would 
be impossible except under conditions 
that would make living intolerable. 
The latest fad, next to the disposition 
of. surgeons to extirpate all the impor- 
tant organs of the body, is to find 
bacteria .everywhere, and to warn 
people against doing, for fear of bac- 
teria, what it is necessary to do in order 
to get along at all. <A Buffalo doc- 
tor has found nothing better to oc- 
cupy his time or no better way to ad- 
vertise himself than to-examine. under 
the microscope the straps in the street 
cars by which unhappy wretches main- 
tain an upright position when the cars 
are crowded. He finds these straps 
‘fairly reeking with bacteria.” This 
is a strange use of the word reek. We. 
might as well speak of the atmosphere 
as reeking with birds. Reeking means 
steaming or smoking. MBacteria have 
just as much right to be everywhere as 
birds and butterflies have to fly in the 
air,and they are for the most part as 
harmless. The idea the doctors seek to 
convey is that where there is micro- 
scopic life there is danger to health. If 
there is a space on earth where micro- 
scopic life does not exist,-man can not 
exist on that spot. The air we breathe, 
the water we drink, is full of harmless 
animaleculae, and would not be life-sus- 
taining otherwise, 

We are warned against sneezing, ex- 
eept into a bacterium receiver, fer fear 
of letting loose into the air destructive 
.-teria to attack the nasal membranes 
of other folks. We are warned against 
receiving money—hard money or paper 
money—without first putting it through 
a disinfecting process. Weare told to 
ro through the world with a strainer 
over the nose and the mouth, with car- 
bolized gloves, and soon. In short, if 
we are to stand any show of living toa 
reasonable age we are to shut ourselves 
up in gauze saturated with disinfecting 
preparations, drink distilled water, ab- 
stain from every thing we like, and have 
no other concern in the world than the 
care of health, 

There are certain reasonable sanitary 
rules based on a few facts of observa- 
tion that are worthy of serious atten- 
tion. They are not attended to ordi- 
narily, because hygienic cranks urge so 
many ridiculous and impossible rules 
and so constantly shock the common 
sense Of mankind. To ask a rational 
being to refrain from grasping a friend’s 
hand for fear of Bacteria, to deny him- 
self the pleasure of osculation, and all 
that, is too much. If these doctors per- 
sist in pointing out microscopic life 
wherever they find it the thing is to rec- 
ognize the fact that microscopic life is 
edible and wholesome—raw, fried, 


jstewed, baked or in any other form. 


We are made up—all of us and in every 
part of us—of microscopic organisms. 
A man is simply a collection of such or- 
ganisms, every minute particle of his 
being having an independent life. There 
is nothing to be frightened at. Bacteria 
have been in the world a good while, 
and enough people have managed to 
live to make it a pretty active world.

BUFFALO BONES. 


Hundreds of Tons of Them Shipped to 
Eastern Manufacturers. 

Not satisfied with killing the buffalo 
for his fur, says the Grand Forks (N. D.) 
Plaindealer, the avaricious man now 
picks up the dry bones, as they are 
found over the State, and sells them 
to Eastern manufacturers. Only a few 
years ago these animals numbered mil- 
lions. Now there may be fifty within 
this State. <A few figures regarding the 
bones of the animals slaughtered during 
the last few years will show in what 
numbers they existed. Where the buf- 
falo flourished there his cousin, the 
domesticated cow, will thrive, and 
sheep and horses will do especially well 
on the nutritious herbage that enticed 
the bison from the south and central 
plains. From the single station of 
Minot there were shipped of buffalo 
bones in 1886, two hundred and twenty- 
five tons; 1887, six hundred tons; in 
1888, three hundred and seventy-five 
tons; in 1889, two thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventy-five tons; and there 
have been shipped this year and are 
ready for shipment, at that one station, 
two thousand four hundred tons. Col. 
Lounsberry estimates these bones rep- 
resent two hundred and fifty-nine thou- 
sand two hundred animals, and. that 
these shipments do not represent over 
one-thirtieth of the entire amount of 
buffalo bones that have been bleached 
on ‘the sunny surface of North Dakota 
—bones that once were the frame work 
of seven million buffaloes. 


Money in a Meteor. 

There is in the office of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, of Kansas City. 
says the Times of that city, a fracnient 
of a ‘meteor which has a peculiar histc- 
ry. A farmer in Western Kansas had 
borrowed more money on his farm than 
he found himself able to repay. While 
meditating over his bad fortune, but, 
with the usual energy of the Kansas 
farmer, still tilling his soil, he turned 
up this meteoric stone and examined it, 
but discovered nothing peculiar in its 
ymake-up until a relative from the East, 
who was-«visiting him, noticed it and 
told him it was of great value: The 
farmer communicated with Prof. John 
Hay, State Geologist, at Junction City, 
Kan., who visited the place and con- 
firmed the opinion of the relative, and 
caused collectors of such stones to com- 
pete for its purchase. It was sold fore 
sum largely in excess of the amount re 
quired to redeem his home from the 
money lender. _
